AT has become of Ihc old-fashioned con- 


simicr who expected the baker to "throw 


in" an cxlra bun or cookie when' a dozen was 
l)0ll£;lit? The baker's dozen \vas thirteen, good 
njciTsurc nnfl running over. With the high cost 
of flour, and all that, the baker's dozen has dis- 
appeared. 


Rut this is the story of how i\ originated, 


and why. 
U appears there was a time when 


baker? were greedy and even dishonest. And so, 
from medieval times the strict eye of the law 
was kept upon them, because upon them both 
public health and public prosperity largely de- 
pended. Or at least so the rulers thought. And 
even from the day of King John, the baker's pro- 


fits were regulated by legislative enactment. The 
same King John, by the way, who kept his little 
nephew. Prince Arthur, in prison, from which, 
one night lie disappeared and was never there- 
after heard from. 


Later the penalty of heavy fines for infrac- 


tions were changed by lung Edward The Second 
over in England to confinement in the pillory. 
If there was short weight or lack of quality ye 
baker might expect to be pilloried/ 


So. naturally, all bakers wanted to "play it 


safe." The result was that as a matter of pre- 
caution, the custom arose of giving an extra loaf 
of bread free when a dozen loaves were bought. 
This loaf was called the "in-loaf" or the "vantage 
loaf." So, thirteen was the baker's dozen rather 
than twelve. And for a dozen rolls even four- 
teen were allowed. One writer naively says: 
'The custom is still kept up in some parts of 
Scotland."

The 
airs of these four states all stimulate libidinous 
desire and are injurious to virtue."

Kang,.Sung, Wei and Khi—all their 
scores have been lost. ' Only the monotonous 
drunvbeat which,they doubtless contributed to 
prehistoric jazz remains in modern Chinese 
music.
